JAMEELA 

The story of the race mare Jameela seems to go on and on, with one intriguing twist after 
another and the end still unpredictable. 

Once again in 1981, at age 5 and in her third year of racing, Jameela was “beautiful," in 
keeping with the meaning of the Arabic name so appropriately given her by her breeder and 
former owner Betty Worthington. 

Holding to an earlier resolution in search of relaxation and leisure, Mrs. Worthington sold 
Jameela last September, severing her final connection with horse breeding and racing despite 
her rare success for 16 years in the game. 

Connecticut sportsman Peter Brant was the purchaser and it appears he has turned a 
bargain despite the $840,000 price. Already, the generous Jameela has earned $122,789 for her 
new master in just four starts last autumn in New York and New Jersey. 

Jameela's total career earnings of $763,933 constitute a record for Maryland-bred fillies and 
mares. Last fall she passed the former leader. Pearl Necklace ($737,692). And what a list of 
bell-ringing names trail her—Gallorette, Politely, Twixt, Alma North, What A Summer, Smart 
Angle and Heavenly Cause. Amazingly, Jameela has finished out of the money only nine times 
m 49 starts. 

In the 1981 Eclipse voting for fillies and mares, Jameela finished second to Relaxing, who 
beat her out by defeating her in the Ruffian Handicap in New York. Jameela clinched second 
place by capturing the Ladies Handicap-G I on November 1. It was her thirteenth stakes 
victory. She has also placed in 14 other added-money events. 

At age 6 in 1982, Jameela begins another chapter with a California backdrop. Her lifetime 
trainer “Hap" Ravich and owner Brant will determine how long she will compete. 

For certain, her humble beginnings on an obscure farm in Harford county will forever be 
an inspiration for horse breeders everywhere, from the most scholarly genetic expert to the 
tinkering amateur. 

Mrs. Worthington, an iconoclast among breeders, did it her way. As they say in Arabic it 
was “jameela."

WOODSTREAM 

It is said that the Irish lay claim to any Thoroughbred as one of their own, even if the horse 
only flies the skies over the Emerald Isle—provided, of course, the horse is a good one. 

But with the 2-year-old filly Woodstream, the Irish will get a stiff argument from Mary¬ 
landers. Woodstream, a chestnut filly by Northern Dancer out of Rule Formi, was foaled at 
Windfields Farm in 1979. 

Shipped to Europe by her owner and breeder, soccer pool magnate Robert Sangster, the 
filly recorded a perfect four-for-four season in Ireland and England. 

This considerable feat, which included two graded stakes victories, earned her the title of 
best Maryland-bred 2-year-old filly of 1981 in addition to high marks abroad. Indeed, every 
member of the committee voted her first place for a perfect score to go along with her 
unblemished racing record. 

After capturing her first two starts, Woodstream raced to victory in the Moyglare Stud 
Stakes (Grade II) in Ireland. She concluded her 2-year-old season with an impressive length 
and a half triumph in the Grade I William Hill Cheveley Park Stakes at three quarters of a mile 
over the Rowley Course at Newmarket, England. 

In all, Woodstream earned 64,630 pounds. On the Irish Free Handicap for 2-year-olds, 
Woodstream was assigned 128, top filly on the list and just five pounds below the colt 
Achieved, the leader with 133. Marylanders in particular will be watching Woodstream in '82, 
when her principal goal will probably be the Oaks at Epsom.

A MAGIC SPRAY 

After breeding horses for nearly 50 years, John A. Manfuso was rewarded last fall with 
what seemed to be the homebred 2-year-old of a lifetime. 

A Magic Spray, a bay gelding by Anticipating out of A Double Spray, appeared to be a 
horse with a golden future as he won his debut at Bowie in September. He impressively 
continued to earn his "A's", a letter which Manfuso obviously approves as all of his horses' 
names start with the first letter of the alphabet. 

Unbeaten in his first three starts, A Magic Spray moved into stakes company and rallied to 
capture Bowie's $40,000 Marlboro Nursery at 7 furlongs. This set the scene for the 2-year-old's 
finest effort, the $30,000 Senatorial Stakes at Laurel. 

Quickly gaining the lead, A Magic Spray left his field helpless and won the seven-furlong 
stake by 10 lengths. Dreams of the Kentucky Derby and Preakness were not idle fantasies at the 
moment for an elated Manfuso. 

Five for five and apparently unbeatable when he came out at Laurel on November 26 for the 
Maryland Futurity, A Magic Spray was bet down to 1-5 odds. Then disaster struck. It was clear 
early on that something was wrong. At no time did he run his race, struggling home last. 

Although trainer Hacker was both crestfallen and baffled at first, it was determined later 
that A Magic Spray was suffering from a throat ailment. Subsequently, Dr. Alex Harthill 
operated for the condition and reported that the gelding had a "99 per cent chance for full 
recovery." Currently, A Magic Spray is doing fine, recuperating at Manfuso's Osufnam Farm 
near Westminster. 

In all, A Magic Spray earned $70,890. His sire Anticipating stands for a $7,000 fee at Helen 
Polinger's Farm in Olney and his dam traces to Alluring (foal of 1946) who was one of Manfuso's 
first broodmares. 

A Magic Spray's selection as best 2-year-old colt or gelding and 2-year-old champion was 
not unanimous. Peterhof, a son of The Minstrel who raced in England and Ireland, was a fairly 
close second among the males, having won two stakes overseas for Swettenham Stud and 
partners. In the championship balloting, A Magic Spray received six of eight votes, the other 
two going to the European-raced filly Woodstream.

HEAVENLY CAUSE 

N o one ever said Heavenly Cause looked like an angel; she just raced like one. Heavenly 
Cause, the ungainly roan filly bred by Ryehill Farm, has retired from racing in a shower of 
honors. 

An Eclipse award winner last year as the nation's top 2-year-old filly, the long-striding 
daughter of *Grey Dawn II and Lady Dulcinea was unanimously voted the champion Mary- 
land-bred 3-year-old. 

In 1981, after a pair of warm-up races in Florida, Heavenly Cause struck off four straight 
stakes victories. The string included the Fantasy Stakes at Oaklawn, the La Troienne at 
Churchill Downs, the Kentucky Oaks, where she whipped eventual Eclipse winner Wayward 
Lass, and the Acorn at Belmont. 

An ailment which caused bleeding forced Heavenly Cause's retirement last fall after she 
had finished sixth in the Spinster Stakes, when she obviously was not at peak physically. She is 
scheduled to be bred to Mr. Prospector this year. 

In a 21-race career, she won nine races, including seven stakes, and was off the board only 
six times while earning $622,481. Unfortunately, her 1981 winning streak occurred early in the 
season, apparently hurting her chances in the Eclipse voting for top 3-year-old filly honors. She 
settled for third place, thus breaking Ryehill Farm's hold on Eclipse awards for fillies. Smart 
Angle had been named top 2-year-old filly in 1979, the year before Heavenly Cause was 
similarly honored.

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CHANGE THE PATCH 

J\. game come-from-behind nose victory in the $60,000 Laurel Turf Cup last October 
worked wonders for 3-year-old Change the Patch. It not only swung enough votes to provide 
him with the title among the closely rated Maryland-bred 3-year-old colts and geldings but also 
landed him the 1981 turf horse championship. 

Foaled at Stymie Manor Farm and bred by former jockey William Boland, Change the Patch 
made his first appearance before Maryland fans count as he rallied in a field of 15, carrying 112 
pounds in the Turf Cup. 

Unfortunately for Boland, who is always remembered as the apprentice who won the 
Kentucky Derby (Middleground in 1950), he had lost the gray colt last year in a claiming race in 
New York for $47,500. Thereafter Change the Patch, sired by Wise Exchange, has raced for the 
Chasrigg Stable, mainly on the New York circuit. 

The Chasrigg Stable is a partnership which consists of Mrs. Robert DeBonis (her husband 
now trains the colt), Basil Farina, Marion Prince and Gertrude Martin. The claim of Change the 
Patch has proved a profitable one. Although he has won only one stakes race, four other 
victories and other placings added up to $166,127 in earnings in 1981. 

Dance Bid, an Irish-raced colt foaled at Windfields and owned by John B. Crook, gained 
second place among the 3-year-old males. Last April the son of Northern Dancer and Highest 
Trump by Bold Bidder won the Tetrarch Stakes at The Curragh. 

Three months later, he captured the Ulster Harp Derby. He was also third to Shergar in the 
Irish Sweeps Derby and third in both the Blandford and The Minstrel Stakes. The bay colt, 
originally syndicated as a weanling for $600,000, has been retired and will stand at Pillar Stud in 
Kentucky this spring. 

Stakes winners Century Prince and Boston Tea finished in a dead heat for third place.

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GUILTY CONSCIENCE 

A horse foaled on St. Patrick's Day (1976) might expect his luck to turn favorably at some 
point and that is exactly what happened to Guilty Conscience last fall in New York. 

The timing for the change of fortune was ideal as the son of Court Ruling Gracefully by 
^Gallant Man first captured the $50,000 Boojum Handicap at six furlongs in October. Ten days 
later he ran what might have been the most impressive race of his career, winning the $100,000 
Grade I Vosburgh at seven furlongs carrying 126 pounds. 

These two triumphs plus a series of stakes placings earlier in the year were enough to earn 
for Guilty Conscience the Eclipse award as leading sprinter of the nation as well as the 
champion older male title among Maryland-breds. In all, he finished in the money in 13 of 15 
starts in 1981 and earned $254,843. 

Despite his most recent accomplishments, nothing seemed to fall exactly in the lap of 
Guilty Conscience. His 1981 Maryland-bred title for older males was hard-earned. He was 
forced to beat out a pair of tough competitors—Irish Tower, who finished a close second, with 
Dave's Friend third. 

Even getting to the races was not easy for Guilty Conscience. As a juvenile, the colt 
suffered a fractured jaw after becoming entangled with a martingale. 

In gaining the Eclipse award as top sprinter. Guilty Conscience was carrying on what is 
developing into a tradition for Maryland-breds. What A Summer started the trend in 1977. A 
vear later, 1.0 Tobin shared the title. Later, in 1979, Starde Naskra followed and in 1980 Dave's 
Friend just missed, an important stakes victory coming too late for most of the voters. 

As might be expected, homebred Guiltv Conscience has made their 13-year racing venture 
worthwhile for Mr. and Mrs. Richard Davison. They began their rather small Thoroughbred 
operation in 1969 when they purchased Gracefully, dam of Guilty Conscience, and a weanling. 

Guilty Conscience, trained by Hubert (Sonny) Hine, has been retired from racing. The 
horse has been syndicated for $1.6 million and will stand at Airdrie Stud in Kentucky.

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PERCY SHARP 


Although foaled at Glade Valley Farms in Frederick, the steeplechaser Percy Sharp has an 
international background, being sired by the English-bred *0'Hara, a son of *Ballvmoss. His 
dam, the Argentinian-bred *Trentina, raced in Ireland as well as North America. 


In the mold of many jumpers, Percy Sharp started as a flat runner for his owner-breeder, 
Michael J. Palenscar of Marcellus, N.Y. Palenscar's trainer, Nancy Miller, switched the gelding 
to hurdles in his first year of racing at 3. 

Percy Sharp broke his maiden in a steeplechase at Fair Hill in 1980. 

The rangy chestnut gelding improved in 1981, winning over the jumps at Ligonier, 
Saratoga and Belmont Park. He also showed his versatility by registering on the flat at Penn 
National. 


His crowning accomplishment was his 11-length victory over five top jumpers in the 
$40,000 Temple Gwathmey Steeplechase at 2% miles in October at Belmont. This feat was 
instrumental in his being voted unanimously as the best Maryland-bred jumper of the year. 

Owner Palenscar, a building executive who has been breeding and racing horses for about 
10 years, had envisioned more honors for Percy Sharp. Many observers thought that the 
Maryland-bred would be one of the choices for the Colonial Cup classic in South Carolina last 
fell. Unfortunatelv Percy Sharp bowed a tendon before the race and is temporarily sidelined.

Experimental

Two unusual occurrences marked the 1981 Experimental Handicap. For 
only the fourth time since it began in 1933, the honor of top weight was shared by 
two horses, with Deputy Minister and Timely Writer being equally weighted at 
126 pounds each. Also the total number of Maryland-breds ranked on the theo¬ 
retical handicap was the fewest in nearly 10 years. 

Nevertheless there were Maryland connections with topweighted horses of 
both sexes. Deputy Minister, Eclipse winning 2-year-old, is trained by former 
Marylander John Tammaro. Snow Plow, the second highweighted filly, is con¬ 
ditioned by Maryland resident Leon Blusiewicz, who is also her part owner. 

The handicap was compiled this year (as it was the previous two years) by the 
nation's three most renowned racing secretaries—Leonard C. Hale, Thomas E. 
Trotter and Frank E. Kilroe. In theory. Hale weights the Eastern horses, Trotter 
the mid-Westem and Kilroe the far-Western. 

Topweighted Maryland-bred for 1981 was A Magic Spray, bred and owned 
by John A. Manfuso. The bay gelding was assigned 112 pounds. Second top- 
weight was the filly Laughing Gull at 111 pounds. 

Anticipating, sire of A Magic Spray, has stood at Polinger Farm since he 
entered stud in 1976. In 1979 he was Maryland's leading freshman sire. His 
half-sister. Relaxing, was named 1981 Eclipse champion handicap mare. A son of 


Leonard C. Hale Frank E. Kilroe Thomas E. Trotter 
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Bold Ruler and the To Market mare Marking Time, Anticipating entered stud 
priced at $1,500 live foal and presently stands for $7,000 live foal. 

Laughing Gull is by Rollicking, currently ranked among the top 20 juvenile 
sires nationally. The breeder of Laughing Gull is J.I.B. Farms (Stanley Bender and 
Dr. Robert A. Leonard); she is campaigned by Dr. Leonard. Laughing Gull was 
foaled at Glade Valley Farms. 

Among the 212 2-year-olds rated on the Experimental only eight were Mary- 
land-breds, the breakdown being five fillies and three colts. Over the past two 
years 12 Maryland-breds were ranked each year. The record number of Mary- 
land-breds to be ranked on the Experimental is 19, that total having been achieved 
in 1978. 

Of the Maryland-sired juveniles listed, Ambemash sired the highest ranked 
2-year-old, with his son Our Escapade being awarded 113 pounds. Our Escapade, 
a Kentucky-bred, is full brother to champion Maryland-bred race mare Pearl 
Necklace ($737,862). 

Three Maryland stallions were represented by two horses on the 1981 Experi¬ 
mental Handicap. They were Rollicking (Glade Valley Farms), Northern Dancer 
(Windfields Farm) and Christopher R. (Shamrock Farm). 

Other Maryland stallions with one each were Ambemash (Thommar), Anti¬ 
cipating (Polinger), Ecole Etage (Fitzhugh), King's Bishop (dead). Quartermaster 
(Bamesville Thoroughbred), Spring Double (Glade Valley), T.V. Commercial 
(Windfields) and Val de l'Ome (Fr) (Windfields).

Maryland-Bred Records 

The 1981 season was the best ever for 
Maryland-bred stakes horses. 


Eighty-eight Maryland-breds won 141 
stakes, a total which easily surpassed the 
previous record (1979) when 63 Maryland- 
breds won 118 stakes. 

Also in 1981, Maryland stallions had their 
best season with 59 sires being represented 
by either stakes winners or stakes-placed 
runners. Second best year was 1979 when 51 
stallions gained stakes distinction. 

A 1978 record which was equaled in 1981 
was success of Maryland-breds in graded 
stakes. Twenty-two graded stakes were won 
by Maryland-breds last year, seven being 
Grade I, six Grade II and nine Grade III. 

Maryland-breds landed one berth on the 
Eclipse award balloting, Mr. and Mrs. Rich¬ 
ard Davison's Guilty Conscience being 
voted the nation's top sprinter of 1981. 

Also honored with an Eclipse award was 
Joseph P. Pons Jr. who was bom and raised 
in Maryland at Country Life Farm. Known to 
his friends as Josh, the 27-year-old Harford 
countian won his award for the year's best 
magazine (The Blood-Horse) article.

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Maryland-Bred Rules 

from the Maryland Racing Commission's "Rules of Racing" 

To be eligible to start in races exclusively for horses bred in Maryland, each 
horse must be registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. To 
qualify for such registration, the said horse must have been foaled in the State 
of Maryland, and in addition, unless the breeder is a resident of the State, or 
one who maintains his breeding stock continually in the State, the said horse 
shall be either the product of a mare having conceived in Maryland the previ¬ 
ous season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal and covered by a Maryland 
stallion the season of the birth of said foal. 

(a) A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is the owner of the dam at 
the time of foaling. 

(b) Anv owner or breeder may appeal from the refusal of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association to register a horse under this rule to the Maryland 
Racing Commission, and the decision of the Commission shall be final. 

(c) To be considered a Maryland stallion, the horse must be registered with 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. Stallion awards are to be earned by 
stallions so registered which stood at stud in Maryland at the time the winner 
was conceived. Such awards will be paid to active stallions, stallions which 
died while standing at stud in Maryland and to stallions which were standing 
at stud in Maryland when they were retired from breeding because of injury, 
physical disability or advanced age. But no awards will be paid to stallions 
which leave Maryland for breeding purposes outside of the state on or after 
January 1,1980.

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Maryland Fund 
Distribution 
Is Explained 



One per cent of the mutuel handle and one-tenth of one-half of the breakage at all three of 
Maryland's mile tracks are allocated to the Maryland Fund. At Timonium (the state's only 
minor track), 1.5 per cent of the mutuel handle and one-tenth of one-half of the breakage are 
allocated to the Maryland Fund. 

Revenue from all tracks for the Maryland Fund totaled $3.8 million in 1981. 

The $3.8 million was divided 55 per cent to purse money and 45 per cent to breeder and 
stallion awards. This translates into an approximate allocation of $1.8 million to Maryland Fund 
purses and $1.5 million to breeder and stallion awards. 

Breeder and stallion awards are paid in all races. The breeder award is exactly twice the size 
of the stallion award, the range varying from 15 to 20 per cent of the winner's share of the purse 
for the breeder and 7Vi to 10 per cent of the winner's share of the purse for the stallion. 

In order to earn a breeder's award, the winning horse must be registered as a Maryland- 
bred. In order to earn a stallion award, the winning horse must be registered as a Maryland- 
bred and the winner's sire must be registered with the MHBA in addition to having been 
standing in Maryland at the time the winner was conceived. 

The Maryland Fund program (which was created by the General Assembly in 1962) is 
administered by a five-man committee of which Kenneth C. Proctor is chairman. Judge Proctor 
is also a member of the Maryland Racing Commission. 

Other Maryland Fund Committee members are Chick Lang (representing the mile tracks), 
Howard M. Mosner Jr. (minor track), J. William Boniface (MHBA) and John C. Mobberley 
(MHBA). 

Although the Fund is supervised by this committee, the committee is empowered to do 
nothing more than make recommendations to the Maryland Racing Commission. 

Money generated for the Fund by a particular track is spent specifically at that track. A 
carryover in money accumulated but not spent is held in an interest-bearing escrow account by 
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the Maryland Racing Commission. Money spent in excess of Maryland Fund income is ad¬ 
vanced by the particular track which overspent and is recovered at that track's next meeting. 

Since Maryland Fund purse distribution is decided upon prior to the start of a meeting, it is 
virtually impossible for purse distribution exactly to equal Maryland Fund income. 

All breeder and stallion awards are subject to a 6 per cent service charge which is paid to the 
MHBA by the award winners. 

In addition to Maryland Fund races (which are, of course, restricted to Maryland-bred 
horses), each Maryland track offers three races each week for cheaper class Maryland-breds. 
These races are referred to as Old Style Maryland-bred races and have no connection with the 
Fund. These races have no set purse pattern. Purse money for them comes from the tracks' 
normal overnight purse distribution. Purses for these races totaled $445,000 during the 1981 
season, this sum of $445,000 being in addition to the $1.8 million now assigned to purses for 
Maryland Fund races. 

The race tracks no longer pay Open Race bonuses, that program having been eliminated 
when the revised law took effect in July, 1979. 

Computation of breeder and stallion awards is made at the conclusion of each race 
meeting. It is done in this fashion: 

For the mile tracks, 1 per cent of the total mutuel handle plus one-tenth of one-half of the 
breakage is calculated. This sum is then divided 55 per cent and 45 per cent. The 55 per cent is 
assigned to purses, the 45 per cent to awards. 

The awards are then divided between breeders and stallions on a 2 to 1 ratio. 

There is no ceiling on the size of the individual award. 

Owner's Bonus Created 

Beginning with the 1982 Pimlico meeting in March, owners of registered Maryland-breds 
will receive a bonus in all races except stakes and claimers. 

The owner's bonus will amount to approximately 25 per cent of the winner's share of the 
purse. 

The Maryland Fund breeder award program will be unaffected by the owner's bonus. All 
breeder and stallion awards will remain exactly the same as in past years. 

Money for the owner's bonus will be gained by eliminating all Maryland-bred races except 
stakes. The money previously allocated to purses for Maryland-bred races which were Mary¬ 
land Fund events will now be assigned to the owner bonus program. 

The only Maryland-bred races to be continued will be the Maryland Fund stakes. 

As in past years, breeder and stallion bonuses will total 45 per cent of Maryland Fund 
income. The remaining 55 per cent will be split 55 per cent to purses for Maryland Fund stakes 
and 45 per cent to the owner's bonus. 

The owner's bonus will be paid within 30 days of the conclusion of each race meeting.

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Glade Valley Farms and 
Mrs. Robert A. Leonard 
Set Record For Bonuses 


The combination of Glade Valley Farms and Mrs. Robert A. Leonard (wife of Glade 
Valley's managing partner) was the state's leading breeder in 1981 from the standpoint of 
money earned in stallion and breeder bonuses. 

The Frederick county farm and Mrs. Leonard together received $51,696 in awards to edge 
Raymond Vogelman Jr. (and partner Mary Lester) who was second with $40,661. The total 
earned by Glade Valley and Mrs. Leonard surpassed the record established last year when 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt's Sagamore Farm earned $43,698 in breeder and stallion awards. For 
Vogelman, 1981 marked the second year in a row that he finished second in the Maryland Fund 
categories. 

Since the inception of the Maryland Fund in 1962, Glade Valley Farms has led the state's 
breeders a record six times. Three of the six top bonus totals were accomplished in consecutive 
years, 1977-79. 

One stallion and several broodmares gained awards for Glade Valley and Mrs. Leonard. 
Glade Valley as breeder earned $22,160, Mrs. Leonard $10,660. Rollicking, her stallion, col¬ 
lected $18,874 in stallion bonuses. 

Breeder bonuses were generated by 20 horses which earned as follows: Icy Dial, $5,166; 
Happy Hooligan, $4,741; Aztec Crown, $4,676; Gala Goldie, $1,901; Merry Prankster, $1,835; 
Smartie Cat, $1,533; Ernestine $1,472; Eternal Rock, $1,447; Tarastar, $1,364; Martie's Double, 
$1,354; Cheers 'n Tears, $1,327; Bermuda High, $1,278; Gala Spinner, $852; Gala Decade, $749; 
Spaced, $681; King of the Cuff, $661; Double Dacquiri, $553; Fun Evening, $518; Bull Meadow, 
$403; and Play the Ace, $298. 

Mr. Vogelman, who leases Spring Valley Farm located in Baltimore county, achieved his 
total by generating $12,743 in stallion awards and $23,040 in breeder bonuses. 

The Vogelman stallions are Count Brook ($9,488) and Mr. Judex ($3,255).

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King's Bishop Heads 
General Sire List 


Xhe top five stallions standing in Maryland (based on 1981 earnings of their progeny who 
raced in North America) all resided at E.P. Taylor's Windfields Farm in Chesapeake City. But of 
the five, two are dead—King's Bishop and Tentam having succumbed at relatively early ages. 

King's Bishop, a foal of 1969, was the Maryland leader in 1981. His sons and daughters 
earned $1,527,442—the second highest total ever achieved by a Maryland stallion. Only 
Tentam, the 1980 leader, has done better. Tentam's progeny earned $1,597,052 that year. 

The demise of King's Bishop on December 8,1981, came after a long fight against a chronic 
infection. He had been kicked by a mare in the breeding shed last spring, and that injury 
apparently resulted in an infected hind leg which failed to respond to the best veterinary 
treatment at New Bolton Center. The horse was put down when the ailment became hopeless. 

King's Bishop, a son of Round Table and the Fleet Nasrullah mare Spearfish, began his 
stud career at Mrs. Richard C. duPont's Woodstock Farm for a live foal fee of $5,000 in 1974. 
Later moved to Windfields, King's Bishop's stud fee escalated rapidly as his sons and dughters 
gained distinction on the track. In 1981, he stood for a live foal fee of $25,000. 

Best of King's Bishop's six stakes winners in 1981 (from the standpoint of money earned) 
was Queen to Conquer who accumulated $474,900. Her lifetime earnings stand at $583,600. 

On the national standings, King's Bishop ranked 18th for the 1981 season. 

Tentam, the 1980 Maryland leader and fifth in 1981, dropped dead last February 15 while 
turned out in his paddock. He was apparently the victim of a heart attack. 

A foal of 1969, Tentam was by Intentionally out of Tamerett by Tim Tam. He, too, stood for 
a live foal fee of $25,000. His biggest 1981 money winner was Great Neck who accounted for 
$188,748 last year and has a lifetime total of $450,304. Tentam was the sire of six 1981 stakes 
winners. 

Finishing second, third and fourth among Maryland stallions were the Windfields Farm 
horses Halo, Northern Dancer and T.V. Commercial. 

Halo, 1969, is by Hail to Reason out of Cosmah by Cosmic Bomb. He began his career at a 
$7,500 fee and will stand this year for $30,000. His most productive runner in 1981 was Glorious 
Song, champion handicap mare of 1980. Glorious Song added $371,697 to her bankroll in 1981 
and now has a lifetime total of $1,004,534. 

Northern Dancer, 1961, is one of the world's greatest all-time stallions. By Nearctic out of 
Natalma by Native Dancer, the small bay horse has sired 16 champions, including Nijinsky II 
and The Minstrel. The syndicate which owns Northern Dancer turned down an offer from 
French breeders of $40 million for Northern Dancer last year. 

T.V. Commercial, 1965, is by T.V. Lark out of Your Hostess by *Alibhai. He began his stud 
career at Woodstock Farm for a $3,500 fee and was later moved to Windfields where he stands 
for $7,500. His best 1981 runner was T.V. Mark who earned $67,742 during the season.

Rollicking Top Sire 
Of Two-Year-Olds 


Leader among Maryland sires of 2-year-olds in 1981 was Mrs. Robert A. Leon¬ 
ard's Rollicking who stands at Glade Valley Farms. Runner-up to the 15-year-old son of 
Rambunctious was Spring Double, a syndicate-owned stallion who also stands at 
Glade Valley. 

Rollicking's juvenile offspring earned $288,020 in 1981, that total more than dou¬ 
bling Spring Double's $127,840. 

Although this is the first time Rollicking has topped Maryland's two-year-old sire 
list, the Leonard stallion has been noted for his success as a juvenile sire ever since his 
first crop came to the races in 1976. 

Foremost among his 1981 2-year-olds were the stakes winners Laughing Gull and 
Happy Hooligan. 

The former is owned by Mrs. Leonard and is trained by Bernie Bond. She won 
three stakes and $120,907 in eight starts in 1981. Her added-money triumphs came in 
the $50,000 Holly Stakes (Meadowlands), $30,000 Bowie Kindergarten (Bowie) and 
$30,000 Toddler (Pimlico). 

Weighted at 111 pounds on the Experimental Handicap, Laughing Gull was the 
highest weighted Maryland-bred filly on the year-end evaluation of 1981 2-year-olds. 
And when her three-pound sex allowance is considered, Laughing Gull gets a theoreti¬ 
cal assignment of 114—two pounds above A Magic Spray, topweighted Maryland-bred 
colt or gelding who drew a 112-pound assignment. 

Happy Hooligan gained his lone stakes tally in July at Pimlico when he won the 
$30,000 Playpen, a 5 '/ 2 -furlong test restricted to Maryland-breds. For the season, 
Happy Holligan earned $47,253. 

Rollicking, who was bred and raced by Mrs. Leonard, went to stud in 1973 for a live 
foal fee of $1,500. His popularity has soared in subsequent years, and he is now listed as 
standing for a $10,000 stud fee. 

Rollicking's stablemate Spring Double narrowly edged Christopher R. and Anti¬ 
cipating for the runner-up spot on Maryland's juvenile sire list. 

Foaled in 1963, Spring Double is by Double Jay out of *Sunset Gun II by Hyperion. 
His 1981 2-year-old winners included the multiple stakes winner Double Door Prize in 
addition to two others which placed in stakes. 

Spring Double is best known for his son Double Zeus and his daughter Gala Lil, 
both winners of over $350,000. Double Zeus (winner of $403,867) is now standing at 
stud at Edmarve Farm. 

Although he began his stud career for only a $2,500 fee. Spring Double is now at 
$10,000 live foal. 
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Juvenile Sire List continued 

Shamrock Farm's Christopher R. and Polinger Farm's Anticipatingflnlaheti1 dose 
behind Spring Double. Christopher R. was represented by two 2-year-old stakes 
winners—^St. Chrisbee and Gay Christopher-while Anticipating was sire of A Mag.c 
Spray, multiple stakes winner and champion Maryland-bred 2-vear-old of 1981. 

Leader among Maryland stallions with their first crop to race in 1981 was The 
Minstrel when foreign earnings are included. But the statistics set forth in this maga¬ 
zine are for North American racing only. 

The Minstrel's progeny earned $116,927 world wide. 

Second to him was Silver Badge whose offspring accounted for $111,124, all at 
North American tracks. 

Owned by a syndicate, The Minstrel, a son of Northern Dancer, stands at Wind- 
fields Farm and is one of the world's most sought after stallions. He was the sire of four 
stakes winners in his only crop to race. 

Silver Badge, on the other hand, stands for only a $1,500 fee at Ron and Kaye 
Cibellino's Zannetta Farm. He is by Poker and is a foal of 1971. Silver Badge was 
represented by stakes winner Mel's Sister and five other winners from a crop of 17 

foals.

Yearling Show June 20 

For the first time in its 47-year history, the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association's an¬ 
nual show for Maryland-bred yearlings will 
be held this year in June. 

It had traditionally been a May event ei¬ 
ther at Timonium or Pimlico. 

This year's show will be held on Sunday, 
June 20, in the show ring at Timonium. Stalls 
adjacent to the show ring will be available for 
contestants. 

The shift from May to June was decided on 
by the MHBA's board of directors for a vari¬ 
ety of reasons. John B. Merryman, the di¬ 
rector who initiated the board's action, said: 
"May is an extremely busy month for breed¬ 
ers. We're not really thinking about year- 
lings in May. And there's also the Preakness 
on the third Saturday in May. It's difficult to 
generate interest in a yearling show on the 
day after the Preakness. 

"Also Timonium's calendar of events is 
crowded in May. We usually have to sched¬ 
ule our show on the same Sunday that the 
Boy Scouts have their national meeting. This 
prevents us from using the show ring and 
the bams adjacent to it. 

"All in all, late June or early July is more 
sensible." 


New Red Oak Stallion 

Piped Aboard, a multiple stakes winner of 
nearly $85,000, was recently moved to Har¬ 
old Herman's Red Oak Farm for 1982 stud 
duty.
